The 
total vote, theieforc, will be In the 
neighborhood of 60 to 36. 


A few members have said privately 


that they would vote to scat Mr. 
Smith as the appointee of the gover- 
nor but that-they would^announce' at 
the same <imc their intention'of voting 
against Mr. Smith if he presents hi 
credentials at the next congress. In 
either caste, however, a clear majority 
against Mr. Smith is indicated. 


FEAK LONG DEBATE 


This in effect is one reason why the 


Republican leaders are 
anxious for 


Colonel Smith to decline to accept the 
appointment. They fear a lengthy de- 
bate on constitutional rights 
which 


would take time that is likely to sub 
tract from the opportunity to consider 
the legislative program and thus force 
an extra session. 


The curious part of the situation is 


that there exists a good deal of sym 
pathy with the legality of Colonel 
Smith's position. Tn fact the word 
"qualifications" is being construed by 
many members as meaning literally 
the constitutional qualificatons as to 
age. residence, etc., and. not moral 
qualifications. 


The case will not be decided, how 


ever, on tho literal phases. Senator 
Borah in his speech Thursday night 
pointed out that he saw no difference 
between the acceptance of 
contribu- 


tions by Colonel Smith from business 
men than he did acceptance by cam- 
paign managers for senators or pres- 
idents of funds from industries which 
would benefit by 
tariff 
protection. 


AVhile condemning the whole system, 
he indicated that he believed Colonel 
Smith vtas in the same category as 
other men who have been seated in 
the senate. 


XORKIS VIEWPOINT 


Senator Norris of Nebraska, thinks 


anybody who spends excessive sums 
in a primary or election should be 
bnrrcd and is not qualified to sit in 
the senate. He feels that it is a rich 
jiian-poor-man issue'and that if large 
expenditures HVO permitted the poor 
man will not have a chance to come 
to the senate. 


The Nebraska senator also takes the 


position that it is not necessary for 
Colonel Smith to present his crcden 
tials or for anybody else for that mat- 
ter, so long as the senate has official 
notice of a case. JIc feels that the 
Reed investigating committee has al 
leady brought the Illinois primary to 
the attention of the senate and that 
it can go ahead now and vote on that 
report and automatically bar Colonel 
Smith from the senate. AVhen asked 
how this would apply to the question 
of appointment by the governor, Mr. 
Norris replied that Mr. Small had pub 
Jirly said that he had appointed Col 
oncl Smith because he wanted the 
senate to know that he upheld the pri 
Xiary result as well as the election.

Although Japan- 
ese residents were safe at that time, 
fears for the future were entertained. 
Customs officers took refuge aboard 
an American warship. 


London—OP)—The British 
foreign 


office was advised from Hankow Sat- 
urday morning that the Cantonese au- 
thorities have agreed to withdraw all 
Chinese troops and pickets from the 
British concession which will be po- 
liced jointly by the British police, as- 
sisted by police from the former Rus- 
sian and German concessions. 
These 


are foreign-trained Chinese. The Brit- 
ish police also are natives tinder Brit- 
ish supervision. 


It is expected that British subjects 


will return to their offices some time 
Saturday from the barracks where 
they were concentrated for safety.

United Slates has determined to per 
form to the extent or its power to 
ward its citizens on the border. 
It 


is not solicitous about the ways in 
which that 
protection shall be ac- 


complished, whether by formal treaty 
stipulations, or by formal conventions, 
whether by ihc action of judicial trib- 
unals or that of military force. Pio- 
tc^tion in fact to American lives and 
property is tho sole point upon which 
tho United Stales are tenacious."

down by Secretary Hughes, which led 
to the Central American treaty dr- 
signed to terminate recurring revolu- 
tionary tendencies in those countries, 
were pointed to as having direct bear- 
ing on the administration's Nlcaracu- 
an stand.

!N ICE FISHING 


Strong Arm and Considerable 


Endurance Only Qualifica- 
tions 


Green Bay—OP)—Ice-fishing, a sport 


which is profitable is m full i>wing on 
Green Bay and according to reports 
large catches arc bcins; made. Those 
who indulge in this sport and who do 
not iihc all they catch, sell their fish 
to commercial fishermen who are wait- 
ing for the ice, out in the deeper 
part of the bay. to freeze thick enough 
so that they may cast their nets safe- 
ly. 


The annual sport attracts hundreds 


from the city as well as the farmers 
along the shores. The best fishing ex- 
tends along the shores for about 10 
miles, just north of Dykesville. Many 
are returning here w ith 
a hundred 


pounds of herring and the average 
fish weighs about 1-3 of a pound. Fish- 
ermen who buy the fish pay the mar- 
ket price of the day for them. 


Those who seek this sport each year 


provide themselves with a small tar 
paper shanty, mounted on runners. In- 
side they 
have a small stove 
for 


warmth. AVith the dark shanty over- 
head the fish are easily seen. At times 
they arc so thick that a quarter of inch 
space is between them. These schools 
pass the hole in the ice continually. 


No live bait is needed to catch the 


fish but a good arm is very essential. 
All that is needed is a hook, line anrf 
sinker. The hook is wound with rod 
yarn, leaving the barb exposed. When 
the fi.Mi biles the hook It is necessary 
to jerk the hook before pulling it out 
of the water as the fish opens Its 
mouth upon emerging from the water

A portion ot the interim committee's 


leport, obtained Friday reveals that 
the bill has the sanction of that com- 
mittee, of the state League of Munici- 
palities, the Rod and Gun club, and the 
Izaak AValton .Jeaguc. 
The interim 


committee was1 appointed by the 1925 
legislature to recommend legislation to 
the 1927 session. 


The bill would establish a committee 


on water pollution that v.'ould supple- 
ment and in some cases replace the ac- 
tivities of the state health department, 
the fish and game department, and the 
railroad commission. 
Mr. Kanncberg 


explained that the health department 
has supervision over pollution of the 
waters when such pollution affects pub- 
lic health, tho fish and game depart- 
mcpt when pollution of the streams or 
lakes affects aquatic life and the rail- 
road commission supervises the levels 
of lake and tho 
levels 
and flow of 


streams. 


'Thus," he said, "we have three 


state departments whose work is al- 
most identical as far as pollution is 
concerned, sometimes 
duplicates and 


may conflict with the effort of one of 
the other bodies. - Tho hill would con- 
solidate all this'-effort, as it applies to 
pollution, without removing 
author- 


ity of the three departments as ap- 
plied to their specific form of regula- 
tion." 


The committee suggested by the bill 


would be composed of: the state engi-

the owner does not wish to break the 
box in opening it. In almost. every 
case it is possible for Mr. Groth to 
open the box.
